froni §1.800 to 52.500. 


The increases were voted only after 


a long debate. The original resolution 
piesenied by Delegate Berger cf Mil- 
waukee, provided that they should be 
$4.000 and $2.403 respectively. - The 
committee, to which the matter was 
referred, reported in favor of increas- 
ing the salary of the 
president to 


?2,400 and that of secretary to $2,100. 


Delegate Berger represents- the so 


cialistic element of the Federatioi 
whish is opposed to the policy of th 
present administration of the organi 
zation although it has no particula 
objection either to President Gomper 
or Secretary Morrison as individual 
In explaining his resolution Mr. Ber 
ger said: 


This is not a 'personal measure,

the house of representatives and known 
as the hall of statuary. This famous 
chamber, which might with propriety 
be called the AHUM lean pantheon, has 
since the last session of congress been 
completely renoiated and subjected to 
artistic treatment which makes it in 
point of beauty, dignity and Impress- 
ivcness one of the most attractive in- 
teriors in Washington. Besides this it 
is perhaps the place of greatest historic 
interest in the national capital. 


From the year ISO", when it was 


first finished, until 1814, when it was 
burned and defaced by the British in 
an attempt to deploy it, this chamber 
was occupied as the hall of representa- 
tives and again from 1S10, when it 
was restored, until 3S5T, when the 
lower housa of consirc&s moved into 
the chamber which it now occupies. 


What stirring scenes were enacted 


here during these important years of 
our national history! It was here that 
Madison \ras inaugurated president in 
1SOO and again in 1S13. Here Monroe 
was inaugurated for his second term in 
1821, and here rillmoro took the oath 
of office on July 10. 3?50, following the 
death of "President Tyler. Here John 
Quincy Adams was chosen president 
over Andrew Jackson in IS^o, when 
the ejection was thrown into the house 
of/representatives, and here as'an aged 
veteran he was stricken with his mor- 
tal illness in 184S. Here Henry Clay 
presided with marked distinction as 
speaker of the house of representatives 
in the Fourteenth, Fifteenth. Sixteenth 
ind Eighteenth congresses. Here Dan- 
iel Webster and later Abraham Lin- 
coln sat in turn as obscure representa- 
tives, each before the day of his meri- 
dian fame. Here occurred the stormy 
debates incident to the war of 1812 and 
the war with Mexico and the prelimi- 
nary struggle over the questions of 
slavery and state rights which led up 
to our civil war. 


It was of this chamber that Charles

The chamber was officially designat- 


ed as the national statuary hall by an 
act of congress approved by President 
Lincoln July 2, 18G4. 


Twenty-seven statues in bonze and 


marble have thus far been grouncd 
within the chamber, being contributed 
by sixteen states. While some of the 
figures arc not as representative as 
they might be, the collection is valua- 
ble and interesting.

Not a word will I utter 
against those who have accused me 
wrongfully nor against those who were 
my prosecutors. 
I will endeavor to 


forget all this. I hope to be able to 
blot it all out of my -mind, the awful 
experiences of the four years just past.

"What were your feelings when you

The man's cell was directly opposite 
the one that I occupied. He seemed to 
be out of his mind. He was calling out 
aloud, and his shrieks were practically 
the first sounds that reached my ears 
when I myself became an inhabitant of 
this awful place. His cries filled the 
place morning and night up to the mo- 
ment tbat he was taken away.

But I tell it so 
that you may know what I had to go 
through, what I, an innocent man 
wrongfully accused of crime, had to 
suffer.

"Could you converse with your fel- 


low prisoners in the deathhouse?" 


"Yes, 
I could talk at times, but I 


could not see the other people who were 
confined there. I could talk to them, 
even play with them at games by call- 
ing olt numbers, but could never con- 
verse with them face to face or shake 
them by the hand." 


"But you could receive visitors there?" 
"Yes, tbc immediate members of my 


family. 1 could see my counsel, but I 
could never come close enough to him 
to carry on a prnate conversation, nor 
was I ever permitted to touch his hand. 
I was confined in my cell. Some feet 
away from that is an iron screen, and 
behind that screen stands the visitor, 
while between the screen and the cell 
door sits the guard, who overhears all 
that is said." 


"Do you mean to say that during all

Fourth — Defensive line play call 


for three different efforts: First to set 
through; second, to steady up, and 
third, to throw oneself across the line 
of play. 


Fifth — Defensive football 
defends 


every inch of the line of scrimmaga 
from end to end, irrespective of the 
formation of the offense. 


Sixth — Defensive players never lose 


sight of the ball. Obedience to this 
rule excludes the possibility of fake 
plays succeeding. 


Seventh— Defensive 
players 
are 


•estopped from pleading the 
excuse, 


"The play didn't come my way." 


Eighth — Defense, calls for eleven 


men. in every play. 


Ninth — Defensive work calls for the 


use of hands, hands, hands. 


• Tenth — A defensive player never 
makes his last effort until the ball is 
officially called down. 


Sanford along these lines uses the 


double line of defense, which is sen- 
sible and efficient. The line-up of the 
men is as follows: The guards are one 
yard from the center, the tackles two 
yards from the guards, while the ends 
play -seven yards out. The half backs 
play one yard hack of and outside the 
tackles, the defensive 
quarter hack 


plays three yards back of center in an 
upright position. The full back stands 
in the back field. 22 yards from center. 
These rules and this line-up are given 
for what they are worth, and we see 
no good reason why the line-up should 
not commend itself, as it has all the 
possibilities of the single line in de- 
fense and many other advantages.

Mosely for ten minutes tin- other night 
I realized that the twenty-three Kng- 
llsh labor leaders who have just ar- 
rived ID New York as his guests were 
seeking the holy grail of iudustrial- 
lam, 
writes .fumes 'Oeeluian in the 


New York World. Under his loader- 
ship they are to search iu the work- 
shops of America for British economic 
salvation in the secret of Americao 
success. 


Mr. Moeely Is a country bred man 


from the west of England, n warm 
blooded, enthusiastic student of social 
and economic conditions who believes 
that Great Britain must be American- 
ized along practical lines or surrender 
ber position In Europe. 


"It was the arrival of American en- 


gineers la South Africa that brought 
prosperity to that country," he said. 
"We couldn't get along. We made a 
failure of It till Americans like Oardi- 
ner Williams, John Hays Hammond, 
the late Louis Seymour, Mr. Jennings, 
Mr. Perkins and others came to show 
us the way to success. That turned 
my mind toward America. If I were 
only twenty years old. I would take 
steps to become an American citizen. 


"The United States will yet rule the 


world, industrially, educationally, eth- 
ically and probably, when you get 
ready to use your armed force, phys- 
ically. 


"We have come to America to learn 


bow to succeed. We are quite honest 
and open about it. Your enormous suc- 
cess, which has placed the markets of 
the -world at your mercy, is due to the 
education of your people and to-your 
superior methods of production. 
We 


•want to know bow to do things as well 
in England, and so each important 
trade is represented among the dele- 
gates." 


"If I gather your meaning. Mr. Mose- 


ly, the trust system, the principle of 
industrial monopoly, which you tind in. 
the ascendant in America, does not 
shock or frighten you?"' 


"The trusts? I-believe in them. They 


are splendid and useful developments 
of your high civilization. 
They are 


solving the .great problem of produc- 
tion and distribution in America. Tbey 
are giving Americans supremacy every- 
where. I believe that the American 
Wbo opposes industrial concentration 
injures bis country." 


"Do you mean to say, Mr. Mosely, in 


sober earnest that you would, if you 
could, establish in England monopolies 
like the American trusts?" 


"I do, indeed. 
They would be a 


great blessing, a very great blessing, to 
England. I believe that that fact is 
recognized in my country." 
- "But if trusts are to be encouraged, 
if the terrific power of monopoly is to 
be given into private bands, what is to 
become of the people, of the workers?" 


"We have come to America to study 


tbat question too. Here labor is becom- 
ing as highly organized as capital. A 
monopoly of labor is as excellent and 
wise a thing as a monopoly of capital." 


"And then?" 
"And then the labor trust and the 


capital trust can fight it out come to 
an agreement, sign a contract and work 
as partners. There is no irreconcilable 
difference between the two. They can 
be harmonized and should be harmo- 
nized. ' I feel confident that the Amer- 
ican trust and the American trades 
union 10 their last development will 
settle forever .and on the best linea the 
question of capital and labor." 


Mr. Mosely did not care to pursue the 


subject Into the abstract. 


"When the question of capital and la- 


bor is fought out," he said. "I think 
that it will leave the two as partners 
.on about these terms: First, a minimum 
wage for labor; second, interest for 
capital invested in an industry: third, 
a fund for depreciation of buildings, 
machinery and other items of the 
means of production; fourth, old "age 
pensions for workers; fifth, the balance 
of the wealth produced to be equally 
divided between the employers and the 
employees." 


"When will the psychological mo- 


ment arrive In the struggle for supre- 
macy between England and America?' 


"It has arrived. It has passed. Amer- 


ica has beaten England in the race." 


"Can the lost ground be recovered by 


England?" 


•"As to the United States I think not." 
"But will not England be driven to 


tdopt a protective tariff to shut Amer- 
ican enterprise oat?" 


"Perhaps. That is one of the dangers 


of the situation. Of course such a 
tariff could not be complete, for we 
cannot raise enough food to keep our- 
•dves alive. 
Personally I favor a 


tariff on some of the things we are 
producing ourselves, a moderate tariff 
of course. 
I am a moderate 
free 


trader. 


•The civilization that is being built 


op hi the United States will not crum- 
ble and fall as other civilizations hare 
gone to ruin.

A UNIQUE SCHOOL. 


Children In Lacon In One Building 


and No Stairs to Climb. 


One of the most notable and unique 


buildings in the United States devoted 
to public school purposes was recently 
opened to the children, of Lacon, 111., 
says a Bloomington dispatch to the 
Chicago Inter Ocean. The entire school 
population cf the city Is to be housed 
in tbe single building, and every room 
Is on the ground floor. It has remained 
for the educators of the west to inau- 
gurate a movement against stair climb- 
ing for children. Widespread interest 
has been taken in the planS and novel 
ideas of this structure, and educators 
from all sections of the country were 
present at the dedication. 


Tbe building cost §50,000 and is of 


the Romanesque style of architecture. 
Pressed brick, with Bedford stone 
trimmings, were used in the construc- 
tion. There are nine recitation rooms 
and two laboratories. The seating ca- 
pacity of the schoolroom is 1,000 and 
of tbe high school assembly room 600. 
In length the building is 231 feet and 
in width 90. 


A square block of ground near the 


center of the city was set aside for the 
location of tbe building. There is no 
attic, but the basement is very large 
and has been fittefl up as a playroom 
for the pupils in stormy weather. J. S. 
Thompson, a wealthy resident of La- 
con, was tbe leading spirit in the move- 
ment for a new building and gave 
$1.200.

The actual work of engraving the 
stamp has been intrusted to M. Mou- 
chon. one of the French masters of the 
art, and the stamp is expected to be put 
into circulation in the first months of 
the new year.

The spirit 
of the meeting worked upon -her and 
what she called the weight of her guilt 
burdened her. Finally she arose and 
spoke, and what she said is a tale of 
plots upon the life of the President 
and a story of hotbeds 
of anarchy. 


Two suicides, at least, she says she 
knows have come from the teaching of 
the wilder circles, and she herself de- 
clares that she lives in fear from day 
to day. 


This confession, she says, was made 


first to her husband, who had long 
been a member of the 
Methodist 


church. He knew that she was an un- 
believer when she married him. and it 
was at his earnest solicitation that she 
first attended a revival meeting and 
was later converted. Later she told the 
story to the Rev. A. Meade, pastor of 
the church, and by the three it was 
kept secret until last Thursday.
